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WASHINGTON <T) - Henry Cabot 
Lodge declared today that the "down­ 
ward spiral” in the anti-Coinmunist 
war in South Viet Nam has been 
stopped. 
He said “ we will win” if the 
I nited States and the South \ iet- 
na in esc 
persist in 
carrying out 
realistic political and military poli­ 
cies. 


In his lirst major speech since re­ 
turning from Saigon Monday, after 
resigning a.s ambassador, Lodge pic­ 
tured the greatest threat to this con­ 
fident outlook as an increase in " h o s ­ 
tile 
outside 
pressures” 
from 
the 
Communist side. 
If those pressures grow too great, 
be said in an address prepared for 
the National Press Club, then "we 
may be forced” to take other ac­ 
tions to deal with the new threat. 
Lodge did not spell out what addi­ 
tional 
steps 
might 
be 
employed 
against Communist forces in South­ 
east Asia. 1 here has been consider­ 
able talk from L.S. officials in re­ 
cent weeks about possibly carrying 
the war to North Viet Nam by air 
strikes, but he did not mention that. 
He did say, however, that one 
kind of "outside pressures” can 
come from neighboring land used 
as a "sanctuary” from which Nict 


Nam can be attacked and 
the 
Communist \ iet Cong forces given 
assistance "xxdli impunity.” 


"Obviously.” Lodge said, "when 
one is engaged in a life-and-death 
struggle, such a ‘sanctuary’ must not 
go on forever.” Rut he added; "it 
should be possible to deal with this 
problem by peaceful means.” 
Lodge declared the United States 
"must work for effective supervi­ 
sion 
of South \ iet Nam’s borders 
with North \ iet Nam. Cambodia, and 
Laos to stop the Communists from 
violating them m moving supplies 
and reinforcements into South Viet 
Nam and in making attacks on that 
country. 


He said proper supervision of the 
borders is essential for ending ag- 
gt cssion m \ iet Nani and for achiev­ 
ing peace in Southeast Asia. He did

WASHINGTON tPt - After a five- 
year fight. Congress has passed its 
first program of federal aid for com­ 
muter mass transit systems. 
President Johnson had strongly 
ba«ked the measure. 
f inal congressional action came 
Iuesday when the Senate voted 17 
to 36 to accept House changes in 
th e 
hill, 
which 
provides 
$375 
million 
in grants to cities and 
stales over the next three years. 
Sponsors said it should help at 
least a few cities to rebuild or halt 
I lie* decline of transit sy stems tiiat 
have suffered from competition with 
the 
automobile. 
Opponents 
called 
transit a local problem, and contend­ 
ed it would cost $10 billion lor the 


federal government to undertake to 
meet ail needs in the field. 
I nder the legislation. Washington 
would put up two-thirds of the net 
cost of any project. The state or city 
would provide the remaining one- 
third. 


I lie federal funds c ould be* used 
to buy land, right-of-way, parking 
facilities, buses, rail cars, signal 
equipment, stations and terminals. 
The Senate passed its first transit 
aid bill in I960, but the House has 
been reluctant to enter the field 1'he 
present 
bill, 
with 
strong 
support 
from the late President John F. Ken­ 
nedy, received Senate approval in 
April 19HA and passed the House last 
Thursday 212 to 189.

man. 


Robertson 
and 
other Goldwater 
j supporters said the strong Illinois 
vote for the Arizona senator would 
have national impact and "should 
I result in an easy first-ballot victory” 
I for him. 


Hie poll of delegates was taken 
after Goldwater and Scranton made

trickling in from stricken areas. 


The Philippine News Service and 
local newspapers reported 44 dead 
although the Red Cross listed only 
11 fatalities. 
The Red Cross re­ 
ported 
275 
injured 
and 
,»78.897 
homeless in cities and provinces of 
central Luzon Island hit by 
the 
ty phoon. 


Manila declared a slate of calam­ 
ity and began clearing rubble and 
debris. The city of two million still 
was without electric power and water 
38 hours after the typhoon roared in 
from the Pacific with winds up lo 
90 miles an hour Monday night 
Public transportation was restored 
this 
morning. 
City 
streets 
were 
choked with ears and buses. 
The Manila International Airport 
reopened to traffic alter a 36-hour 
suspension. 
The 
typhoon 
passed 
south 
of 
the big I .S. Clark Air Force Rase. 
45 miles north of Manila, but hit 
the l .S. Navy’s Sangloy Point Air 
Station across the bay from Ma­ 
nila. A Navy spokesman said there 
were no casualties. Aircraft were 
either lashed securely or flown to 
safer areas. 
The Manila Weather Bureau said 
the typhoon, still 
packing 95-mile 
winds, was churning across the South 
China Sea toward the Chinese main­ 
land.

record shows, however, that Goldwater was an earl> fighter for civil 
rights mra sutps in his nativp Arizona on behalf of Mrvu an Americans, 
Indians, and Negroes. He voted for federal civil rights laws in 1957 
and 1960. But this is 1964. fioldwater is within a few steps of winning 
the Republican nomination, and his position on a new and farther- 
reaching hill is thp issue that will he seized upon by those who want 
the 'senator s scalp. 
Barry fioldwater was well aware of the political risks he wa s tak­ 
ing. But Hp took them, and told his party and the nation: “ This is 
where I stand.” It was just Ilf sea rs ago that Henry Clay said: “ Sir, 
I would rather be right than be President.”
